Signature — Duration of 
Peace Depends on Wheth- 
er Roads Upset Law in the 
Courts. 


Washington, September 3.—The 
Adamson eight-hour-day bill, exacted 
from congress last week by the rail- 
road brotherhood'’s as the price of call- 
ing off the nation-wide strike ordered 
for tomorrow, was signed by President 
Wilson today in his private car at the 
Union station, where he stopped on 
his way from Shadow Lawn, N. J., to 
Hodgenville, Ky. That there may be 
no question as to the legality of the 
measure as a result of it having been 
Bigned on Sunday, the president will 
affix his signature again upon his re- 
turn to Washington next Tuesday. 

How long peace shall reign as a re- 
sult of the bill, apparently, is depend- 
ent upon developments in the proposed 
move to test the constit&tionality of 
the act. Should the railroads take no 
action, but await the beginning of an 
investigation of the workings of the 
eight-hour day by the special commis- 
sion for which the measure provides, 
the brotherhoods will remain inactive. 
The employees’ leaders declare, how- 
ever, that should the law be held un- 
constitutional, and the railroads at- 
their lines; a strike: will follow 
promptly. . 

Brotherkood Heads Silent. 

Brotherhood heads in a circular’! let- 
ter to their members today made no 
comment on the measure as passed. 
They merely pointed out that it would 
not become effective until next Janu- 
ary 1, and that many things might oc- 
cur between now and then which would 
change materially any suggestions or 
comment they might make. 

None of the brotherhood leaders 
witnessed the signing of the Dill. 
™hey had expected, according to ten- 


‘tative arrangements made by Secre- 


tary Wilson last night, to be present, 
but the president decided to attend to 
the business at the railroad station, and 
newspaper correspondents gave them 
their first information about it. The 
i>ur pens used by the president in 
signing the bill—one for each syllable 
of his name—will be presented to the 
four brotherhood heads, A. B. Garret- 
son, W. G. Lee, W. 8. Carter and W. 8B. 
Stone, after being used for re-signing 
the bill Tuesday. 

Ne Ceremony Attended Signing. 

No ceremony attended the signing 
today. It originally had been planned 
that the president should go to the 
white house, but this was changed, and 
instead Rudolph Forster, assistant 
secretary to the president, took the bill 
to the train. Near the car window a 
group of trainmen, in their overalls, 
paused in their work long enough to 
watch the president write his name. An 
engineer, passing on a yard engine, 
celebrated the occasion with several 
prolonged blasts of his whistle. 

While at the station the president 
also signed several commissions and 
executive papers and sent Secretary 
Tumulty to the home of Majority Lead- 
ed Kern of the senate to urge that the 
senate pass the Webb bill, passed yes- 
terday by the house, designed to per- 
mit American firms to utilize common 
selling agencies abroad without vio- 
lating the Sherman anti-trust law.

He Killed Bride 
To Keep Her Pure 
And Tried Suicide 


Pettit Failed in Suicide At- 
tempt and Then Confessed 
He Murdered Bride “To 
Keep Her Pure and Spirit- 
ual.” 


Chicago, September %.—J. Maurice 
Pettit, traveling salesman accused of 
murdering his bride of a month, leap- 
ed from a speeding Michigan Central 
train near Michigan City, Ind., today 
while being brought back to Chicago 
from Detroit, where he was arrested 
last night. He was severely injured. 
The train was stopped and officers who 
had Pettit in custody placed him 
aboard the train again and brought 
him to a Chicago hospital. 

Pettit, whose mother declared he was 
of unsound mind, is charged with cut- 
ting his wife’s throat a few days ago 
with a razor because of jealousy. 

That he had killed his wife to pre- 
serve her purity was the strange con- 
fession Pettit made at the hospital to 
(“hief of Detectives Larkin tonight. 

“Tl killed her to save her purity,” 
Pettit told Detective Larkin, according 
to the latter. “I wanted to keep her 
pure and spiritual. She still lives as 
you and I do. She was a fine girl, and 
we had no trouble. Other men called 
on and talked to her. I was jealous 
of them. I was wrong in that.”

JOSEPH RICHARDSON 
DIES AT EAST LAKE 


Funeral Services of Promi- 
nent Railroad Man Will Be 
Conducted Tuesday After- 
noon ‘at “Alanhurst.”

Joseph Richardson, author, devotee 
ana patron of music, and one of the 
best-known railroad passenger traffic 
men in the southeast, died at 10 o’clock 
Sunday morning at. his residence, 
“Alanhurst” (Cheerful Place), Hast 
Lake. 

The news of his death will come as 
a shock to a wide circle of personal 
friends as well as _ railroad men 
throughout the country. Although. ill 
last May, he seemed to his friends to 
have recovered from his sickness. He 
was at his office at the Southeastern 
Passenger association, of which organ- 
ization he was chairman, Saturday, and 
apparently was in his usual good 
health, and in the very best of spirits. 

Sunday morning he awoke and com- 
mented to his family that he was ‘suf- 
fering from dizziness. Soon afterwards 
he sank helpless and unconscious. The 
family physician was summoned, and 
arrived about thirty minutes before the 
end. Mr. Richardson never regained 
consciousness. Heart failure is believ- 
ed to have caused his death. 


Had Notable Record. 

He was in his fifty-third year. He 
had lived in Atlanta twenty years, 
during all of which time he was chair- 
man of the Southeastern Passenger 
association, formerly known ag the 
Southern States Passenger association. 
Before coming to Atlanta he was prom- 
inently connected with the Pullman 
company and with President Flagler, 
of the Florida East Coast railway. 

He is survived by his widow, the 
daughter of Mr. and Mra. Ivins R. 
Jones, formerly of Philadelphia, now 
of Atlanta; by four daughters, Mrs. 
Pressley D. Yates of Atlanta, Mrs. 
James H. Reeves, wife of Major Reeves 
of the Third United States ¢avalry 
now stationed at Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas, and Misses Gertrude and Louise 
Richardson of Atlanta, and one son, 
Alan Richardson, and a sister, Miss 
Eva Richardson of Atlanta. 

The funeral will be held Tuesday 
afternoon from the residence, “Alan- 
hurst,” the hour to be announced later. 
The interment will be in the East Lake 
cemetery.

The two allied governments 
having from a sure source learned 
that their enemies receive information 
in divers ways, and notably through 
the agency of the Greek telegraphs, 
demand the control of the posts and 
telegraphs, including the wireless sys- 
tem. . 

“Second. Enemy agents employed in 
corruption and espionage ust im- 
mediately leave Greece, not to return 
until the conclusion of hostilities. 

“Third. Necessary measures have 
been taken against such Greek sub- 
jects as rendered themselves guilty 
of complicity in the above mentioned 
corruption and esplonage.” 

The note formed the subject of a 
conference between King Constantine, 
Premier Zaimis and Dr. Streit, a for- 
mer minister of foreign affairs. It is 
understood that there will be no ob- 
jection on the part of the Greek gov- 
ernment to the acceptance of the An- 
glo-French demand. 


TEUTON AGENTS 


ARE IN PANIC. 

Athens, September 2.—(Via London, 
September 3.)—The seizure of the Aus- 
trian and German merchant ships at 
Piraeus and the occupation by entente 
troops of the Greek wireless station 
last night (Friday) threw the Austro- 
German residents in Athens, and espe- 
clally the agents of the German gov- 
ernment, into-a panic. 

Toward midnight newsboys shouting 
“Extras” in the streets attracted the 
employees of Baron von Schenk, the di- 
rector of German propaganda in Greece, 
from the hotels in their night clothes 
to learn their fate. The impossibility 
of communicating to their home gov- 
ernment by wireless telegraphy added 
to their consternation. 

‘Diplomats of the entente allies de- 
mand that Baron von Schenk and sixty 
co-workers in behalf of the central 
empires be expelled from Greece. Sev- 
eral arrests already have been made, 
those taken into custody including the 
officers of the interned Austrian and 
German ships. Von Schenk is believed 
to have escaped. 


London, September 4.—According to 
press dispatches received here from 
Athens, Baron von Schenk, director of 
German propaganda in Greece, has re- 
turned to Athens and barricaded him- 
self in his house, which ig surrounded 
by a score of guards and his friends 
for the purpose of protecting him 
against molestation.

MRS. CHAFIN'S HUSBAND 


RUSHED TO ATHENS JIL 


Denies Any Connection With 
Killing—Other Sensational 
Developments Expected. 


Athens, Ga., September 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Chad Chafin, of Lexington, 
whose young wife died Saturday 
after she had been found battered 
and almost lifeless the night  be- 
fore in a gully a mile from the Cha- 
fin residence, was arrested at his home 
tonight, suspected of the crime, and 
rushed to the jail here for safe keeping. 

Chafin makes no statement other than 
a positive denial of any connection 
with the killing. Sensational develop- 
ments in the case, which has greatly 
stirred the people of this section, are 
expected when the coroner’s jury re- 
sumes its investigations Wednesday. 

Great crowds attended the funeral of 
Mrs. Chafin Sunday afternoon near Lex- 
imgton. The husband was strongly 
moved during the services. 

Chafin declares that when he return- 
ed to his home the day of the crime and 
found his wife missing, his 16-months- 
old daughter was in the front yard 
sobbing and saying “By-by, mother.” 

Mrs. Chafin was formerly Miss Bon- 
nie Hughes, of Crawford. Her father 
died mysteriously at Thomson, it was 
believed at the time, by his own hand. 

Although four negroes are held in 
the Lexington jail in connection with 


the killing of Mrs. Chafin, none of |

“North of Forest we have taken all 
the German trenches along the road 
from Forest to Combles, as far as the 
outskirts of Combles. Between Forest 
and Clery-Sur-Somme we also carried 
all the enemy positions, and crossed at 
numerous ints the road connecting 
these two places. 

“German counter attacks with heavy 
forces launched against our conquered 
positions south of Forest, broke down 
under the fire of our batteries, and the 
enemy retired in disorder, leaving 
numerous dead. 


“Up to the present the number of un- 
wounded prisoners in our hands exceeds 
2,000, while the captured war material 
includes twelve cannon taken in the 
single sector of Forest and fifty machine 


guns, 
“On the right bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun sector) the Germans made 
since this morning a series of violent 
attacks on our positions at Vaux and 
Chapitre. Repulsed several times along 
the whole front with heavy losses, the 
enemy had succeeded at the end of the 
afternoon in setting foot in one salient 
of our line, where the “combat is con- 
tinuing bitterly. 

“Shortly after beginning this action, 
we attacked the German positions east 
of the village of Fleury. Our troops 
carried several trenches and powerfully 
organized works. Another attack was 
made by us northwest of the village of 
Fleury and enabled us to occupy a part 
of the crest which goes from the vil- 
lage to the Thiaumont work.

“On the right bank of the Meuse the 
enemy violently bombarded our posi- 
tions between Thiaumont, Fleury and 
the Vaux-Chapitre wood. 

“The night was calm on the rest of 
the front. 

“Aviation: One of our airmen brought 
down a German aeroplane which fell 
close to Dieppe, northeast of Verdun 
On the Somme front four more German 
aeroplanes were badly hit in encounters 
— descended abruptly in their own 

nes. 


“Our bombing air squadrons carried 
out numerous operations yesterday with 
excellent results. Our squadrons twice 
visited the railway station of Metz- 
Sablons and threw altogether eighty- 
six shells of 120 caliber on the build- 


ings and railway tracks. The damage 
observed was considerable. 

“Sixty shells of 120 caliber also were 
dropped on military establishments 
north of Metz. Our aeroplanes bombed 
the stations of Maizieres-Les-Metz 
Conflanes, Sedan and Audun-le-Roman, 
as well ag the cantonment and depots 
at Ham, Mesle, Guiscard, Athis, Manchy 
and Lagache. In all 210 bombs were 
dropped in these places. A large num- 
ber burst on the targets and outbreaks 
of fire at many places were observed.”

“A hostile aeroplane dropped bombs 
on Auronzo in the Anziei valley with- 
out causing damage or casualties.”

beyond Delville, or Devil's wood, which 
was the most desperate attempt par- 
ticipated in by the largest force and 
supported by the heaviest artillery 
fire that the Germans have made ‘since 
the British offensive began. The time 
chosen was in the midst of a heavy 
rainstorm, when the British were 
drenched and their trenches were run- 
ning with water. 

Against a mile and a half front the 
Germans sent forward the 180th di- 
vision of about 10,000 men. Of these 
it #s estimated that about 2,000 men 
survived. 

Murderous Shell-Fire. 

For six weeks now Delville wood 
and the German positions opposite 
have been under an increasingly murf- 
derous shell-fire. Anything like deep 
trenches, with the usual dug-outs be- 
came impossible. On August 24 the 
British gained high ground looking 
down on Fleurs and close to Ginchy, 
by clever initiative, capturing three 
battalions. ‘ : 

The Germans began their artillery 
preparations for the assault with un- 
precedented volume of gas_ shells, 
These the British in their gas helmets 
easily withstood. Then came curtains 
of high explosives and shrapnel. This 
attack the British answered in kind. 
The British stuck to the remnants of 
their crumbling trenches until the 
wave of Germans appeared through 
the fog of smoke from the shells. Four 
waves came on before the Germans 
reaches the trenches, each contingent 
in turn being mowed down by blasts 
from rifles, machine guns and artil- 
lery. Meanwhile the British trenches 
became formless stretches of mud flay- 
ed by German guns much in the same 
fashion as the German trenches were 
flayed by the British artillery. It was 
a question of numbers in this ghastly 
contest, and the side having the most 
men would have the ‘supérior force of 
survivors and overcome the other. 


Took Savage Toll of Germans. 


With the fifth wave of Germans the 
British gave up a line of trench and 
those who still survived fell back into 

l craters on the edge of the wood 
and~ scattered here and there in these 
holes, which became ‘strong points. 
They took a savage toll of Germans in 
the fifth wave. Surviving Germans, 
who were also forced into shell craters, 
were unable to advance or retreat as 
dawn appeared. Thus, foes were liter- 
ally interwoven, a man or group of 
men in one shell crater not knowing 
whether the neighboring one was oc- 
cupied by friend or enemy. The guns 
from neither ‘side could fire, not 
knowing the location of its own men. 
Thus it became a man-to-man fight in 
that area of fragments of dead mixed 
with torn earth. 

Using their light machine’ guns, 
which are carried forward readily and 
having a distinct advantage over 
heavier German guns, and bombing 
persistently while their artillery had 
kept impassable a curtain fire against 
German reserves, the British have re- 
—- a good portion of the ground 
ost. ¥ 

After stating his admiration for the 
courage with which the Germans ad- 
vanced, a British officer said: “If 
these are Hindenburg tactics, we wel- 
come them.” 

There is no evidence of any German 
forces having withdrawn from this 
front since Rumania entered into the 
war. On the contrary, German gunfire 
has been increased.

T0 PUNISH BULGARIA 


Vienna Newspapers So Declare 
in Explaining Rumania’s 
Entry Into the War. 


Vienna, September 2.—(Via Berlin to 
London, September 3.)—The Austrian 


TUPANESE DEMANDS. 


newspapers are devoting much space 
to lauding Bulgaria, whose entry into 
conflict with Rumania was hastened by 
the demand of the Rumanian minister 
at Sofia for his passports. It is con- 
tended that Rumania’s declaration 
against Bulgaria was due to Russia's 
pressure. The Neue Freie Press says: 

“The Russian emperor foams at the 
mouth every time he thinks of Bulgaria, 
because that country reserves the right 
to think and act‘ independently, thus 
opposing Pan-Russian ambitions.” 

The other papers also refer to this 
as being the sole reason for Rumanian 
action, declaring that eagerness to 
teach Bulgaria a lesson had caused 
Russia to do her utmost to induce Ru- 
mania to enter the war. 

A strategic regrouping of the Austro- 
Hungarian forces, the newspapers con- 
tend, was absolutely necessary and 
while the evacuation of Kronstadt 4s 
regretted attention is drawn to the fact 
that the military situation called for 
this maneuver. Official circles believe 
that nothing has been lost by with- 
drawing to the present line, which was 
selected for defensive purposes long 
ago. 

There is no doubt that the central 
governments were taken unawares by 
Rumania, owin to assurances given 
by Bucharest which, however, it is as- 
serted here, consisted of nothing more 
than a well-planned, well-executed se- 
ries of deceptions. 

he latest reports from Transyl- 
vania, it is contended, prove that the 
Rumanians and Russians started hos- 
tilities a full hour before the Rumanian 
minister at Vienna, Mavrocordato, pre- 
sented the note to the Austrian govern- 
ment declaring war. 

The people of Vienna accept the new 
situation philosophically, finding com- 
fort in the thought that the list of their 
enemies soon must be exhausted. The 
Rumanian declaration seems to have 
importance here only so far as a longer 
front now is exposed to the Russians 
and there are half a million new troops 
to meet. 

Confidence is expressed by the people 
in their own and the troops of their 
allies, as well as in their leaders. The 
appointment of Field Marshal von Hin- 
denbure as chief of German general 
staff, is not the least factor in this 
confidence, his name meaning as much 
to the Austrians as to the Germans. 


Buda Pest, September 4.—(Via Am- 
sterdam to London.)—In reply to ques- 
tions regarding the reason Rumanian 
troops were allqwed to penetrate Hun- 
garian territory,-Count Stephen Tisza, 
the Hungarian premier, speaking in the 
upper chamber said: 

“The long Hungarian boundary at 
many points offered openings to the 
Rumanians, and so long as no great 
forces are at the disposal of the de- 
fenders, Hungary is always exposed to 
the danger of being surprised by a su- 
perior enemy. When Rumania’s mili- 
tary activity was observed at the fron- 
ti it was impossible to send adequate 
forces to defend Transylvania, owing 
to the Russian offensive further north. 
We had only men enough to delay the 
Rumanian advance, and this our troops 
accomplished most heroically. 

“The Rumantan advance only suc- 
ceeded short distances from the fron- 
tier. A change will come as soon as 
our counter measures come into effect.” 


ADAMSON BILL GIVES 
HOLIDAY TO SEAMEN

Chiatun, eastern Mongolia, August 13, 
when 50 Chinese and 17 Japanese were 
killed or wounded. The Japanese de- 
mands follow: 

“First, dismissal of the Chinese offi- 
cers in command of the troops. 

“Second, the withdrawal of Chinese 
troops from the district in which the 
trouble arose. 

“Third, indemnification of the fami- 
lies of the Japanese killed. 

“Fourth, the granting to Japan of po- 
lice rights in inner Mongolia.” ; 

The Japanese insist that the demands 
are light, but the Chinese officials re- 
gard them as virtually an elimination 
of Chinese authority in inner Mongolia. 

Chen Shin-Tao, the acting Chinese 
minister of foreign affairs, is withhold- 
ing his reply to Japan until full reports 
are available from a special agent who 
has been sent to Cheng Chiatun.

FRANCISCO MADERO 
PASSES IN NEW YORK 


New York, September 3.—Francisco 
Madero, father of the late President 
Madero of Mexico and one of the 
largest land and mine owners in that 
country, was found dead in bed at his 
home here today from heart Gisease. He 
was 67 years old. 

Mr. Madero fled to this city after the 
assassination of his two sons, Francis- 
co, Jr., then president of Mexico, and 
Gustavo, who hafi been financial agent 
for the revolutionists in February, 1913. 

The family estates, said to have been 
valued at $6,000,000, were confiscated by 
the Huerta government, but three 
weeks ago the Carranza government 
informed Mr. Madero that his property 
would be restored to him. 

Mr. Madero wag born in Parras, state 
of Coahuila. He accumulated his for- 
tune through investments in farm 
lands and in mining and banking. The.

has rescuéd the members of his Ant- 
artic expedition who were marooned 


on Elephant island. 

Shackleton returned here today with 
his men safe and well on board the 
rescue ship Yelcho. 


Sir Ernest Shackleton left Punta 
Arenas August 26 with the ship Yelcho 
for a third attempt to rescue his men 
marooned on Elephant Island. 

After the failure of his Antarctic ex- 
pedition, Shackleton, with five members 
of his crew. managed to reach Port 
Stanley, Falkland Islands, on May 31. 
Twenty-two others of the crew were 
left on Elephant Island on April 9. 
The first attempt to rescue these men 
Was made in June and the second at- 
tempt in July, both failing on account 
of the ice. 


SUFFRAGE ASSOCIATION 
TO DECIDE ITS*POLICY 


Atlantic City, N. J., September 3.—The 
question whether the National Woman's 
Suffrage association shall limit itself to 
working for either national of state 
legislation or shall continue its present 
policy of supporting both state and na- 
tional campaigns is among the most 
important subjects to be considered at 
the convention of the association which 
begins here next WedneSday. Every 
state in the unton will be represented 
when the convention is called to order. 

The policy to be followed will be de- 
cided on the opening day when the 
subject will be argued in a three-cor- 
nered debate. 

Miss Laura Clay, Kentucky, and Miss 
Kate Gordon, Louisiana, will speak in 
favor of dropping work on the federal 
amendment: Mrs. Ida Husted Harper, 
New York, and Mrs. Glendower Evans, 
Massachusetts, will urge that work for 
state referenda be dropped, while Mrs.

Florence Allen, Ohio, will argue that 
the present policy be continued.

If both are lost the constitution 
remains as it is and the organization 
pledged to support both federal and 
state campaigns.

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GERMANS LOSING 


ON VERDUN FRONT 


Their Attacks Steadily Les- 
sen in Intensity— German 
Losses, 500,000 Men — Be- 
lieved Retrograde Move- 
ment Is Inevitable. 


Verdun, September 3.—(Via Paris.) 
Under the escort of General D , com- 
mander of the citadel of Verdun 
throughout the bombardment, the cor- 
respondent of the Associated - Press 
made a circuit of the entire town and 
surrounding fortifications and heard 


the grim old hero sum up just what 
had been done and how -the military 
balance sheet stands after these many 
months’ struggle. 

It was the first time in several 
months that any correspondent had 
bgen admitted to Verdun and it gave 
the first opportunity to view the ex- 
tent of the recent destruction and par- 
ticularly the status of the defense since 
the French turned the tide by taking 
the offensive and recapturing the 
strategic key of Fleury. 

One of the outstanding impressions 
from this day's tour among all ranking 
officers and to all strategic points was 
the absolute conviction of those on the 
ground that the fight for Verdun is 
over and that any prospect of the Ger- 
mans taking the town has gone for- 
ever. But if was equally evident from 
the strength and fierce activity of the 
positions the Germans hold that they 
are, still keeping up the fight, but in 
steadily diminishing intensity. 

he German losses before Verdun 
now are known to reach a half-million 
men, while the French losses are less 
than half that number. 


Germans Will Shorten Lines. 


It is the belief in well-informed quar- 
ters that the Germans will gradually 
let go of Verdun and before winter 
will try to shorten their lines along 
the whole western front by a steady 
retrograde movement. Many officers 
say that Rumania’s entrance into the 
war will precipitate the withdrawal and 
an early German collapse. But more 
conservative authorities feel that Ger- 
many will hang on for some time before 
yielding to entente allied military and 
economic superiority. 

General D—— first led the way to 
the highest point on the wall encircling 
Verdun, and there pointed out the lay- 
out of the contending forces.. From 
this point of vantage commanding the 
entire battlefield Verdun looked like 
the center of a huge saucer. The dan- 
gerous proximity the Germans had once 
reached was apparent when some of 
their positions from which they had 
been driven were pointed out on the 
encircling crests looking down on Ver- 
dun itself. This, however, now is re- 
garded as evidence that the German 
effort has spent itself, for after com- 
ing to the top of the hill and looking 
down on the promised land the furious 
French attacks turned them back and 
now hold them firmly, well away from 
these crests. 

An intermittent bombardment contin- 
ues from Forts Tavennes, Souevill, St. 
Michael and Belleville, which were 
barking steadily and giving off jets of 
black smoké. The German cannon- 
ade sounded like a distant roar and each 
day seems yet further away and less 
ar than in the crucial days of the 
attle. 


Shelling Goes Steadily On. 


But the shelling goes steadily on and 
48,000 shells fell inside the limits of 
Verdun during the battle. The daily 
number of these shells was seldom be- 
low 300 and one dav 750 were counted. 
As the party stood there a French aero- 
plane was attacked by a German gun, 
shrapnel bursting all around the aero- 
plane as it turned from the German 
positions and darted back to French 
cover. The terrible extent of the de- 
struction was pointed out during the 
course of the tour from point to point 
suffering most. The town itself is ut- 
terly abandoned, not even soldiers be- 
ing permitted in the streets. Such shops 
and houses as eseaned the shells are 
closed and barricaded. The whole lines 
of streets are crumbling ruins. with 
onlv a jagged wall remaining. The ca- 
thedral has two shell holes in the roof: 
the main altar is 2 mass of debris and 
the side altar is littered with broken 
carvings. statues and fallen chandeliers. 

The handsome Militarv club has one 
wine torn off and the whole establish- 
ment is a general wreck. The arch- 
residence has its famous 
nepnered with shell 
holes and the adininine College of. Mar- 
guerite has its delicate stone filigree 
reduced almost to nowder. The houses 
alone the Meuse flenking the princi- 
pal bridee are literally wrecked.

Three Airships Approach London. 

“Three airships only were able to 
approach the outskirts of London. One 
of them appeared over the northern dis- 
trict about 2:15 in the morning where 
she was picked up by searchlights and 
heavily engaged by anti-aircraft guns 
and aeroplanes. After a few minutes 
the airship was seen to burst into 
flames and fall rapidly towards the 
earth. 

“The ship was destroyed, the wreck- 
age, engines and half burned bodies 
of the crew being found at Cufley, near 
Enfield. Experts hope to reconstruct 
certain portions of the frame work. The 
large amount of wood employed in the 
frame work of the Zeppelin is startling

every point of vantage. Observers say 
the death agony of the Zeppelin lasted 
a minute and a half. 

In the eastern counties visited many 
bombs were dropped. The night was 
a perfect one for Zeppelins. It wag 
voey dark, with few stars visible, and 
with no wind or rain to interfere with 
their maneuvers. 

A correspondent of the Associated 
Press who was in the eastern coun- 
ties in the early morning watched the 
bombardment of the Zeppelin. which 
was destroyed. When first seen it was 
sailing with shrapnel bursting all 
around and searchlights centered on it. 
Suddenly the Zeppelin disappeared in 
a cloud of smoke emitted by itself. 


Burning Zeppelin Fell Rapidly. 


The sky was clear at the. time, but 
the searchlights lost trace of their 
quarry. A minute afterward a light ap- 
peared in the sky like a brilliant comet 
which increased in intensity as it de- 
scended. Then the light spread into 
flames, falling gradually until an alti- 
tude of about 1,000 feet was reached 
when it burst into an enormous sheet 
of flame, lighting up the surrounding 
country for miles. 

Apparently the gasoline had caught 
fire and the airship dashed rapidly to 
the earth. From villages and towns 
went up loud cheers, but it was difficult 
to tell exactly where the airship had 
fallen. The people congratulated one 
another on the good marksmanship of 
the anti-aircraft guns. 
searchlights were thrown skyward, 
searching for the companions of the 
wrecked airship, but apparently with- 
out success. 

Immense crowds went from London 
and suburban towns today to visit the 
wreck of the Zeppelin, which was lying 
a heap of ruins in a field. Notwithstand- 
ing the heavy rain prevailing, soldiers 
suarded the wreck and removed charred 
portions of the bodies which were 
found. 

-An éye-witness who reached the scene 
early said the charred remains of a 
big German engineer were found. The 
hands still were grasping a lever of the 
engine, the engineer apparently having 
clung on trying to steer the ship to the 
ground. , 

Some accounts say that a number of 
the crew jumped to save themselves 
from burning, but those familiar with 
Zeppelins think it would be impossible. 
Escape could only have been made 
through the exit and the rapidity of 
the descent would not have given them 
time. 

Tangled Wires and Fused Metals. 


The remnants of the destroyed Zep- 
pelin form a heap of tangled wires and 
fused metals. The charred bodies of the 
men who manned the airship were seen 
by the correspondent of the Associated 
Press lying, covered with a tarpaulin, 
in the field where the airship fell. 

As the mass of melting metal crashed 
to the earth it struck a c@untry villa. 
which was partly destroy@, and killed 
three horses in a stable nearby. 

There was no sign of life to be

MEXICAN COMMISSION 
TO BEGIN ITS SESSIONS 


All the Members Are in New 
York Ready to Leave for 
New London. 


New York, September 3.—All the 
members of the Mexican commission 
and the representatives of the United 
States appointed by their respective 
governments to settle the differences 
‘between the two countries were in this 
city tonight preparatory to their de- 
parture for New London, Conn., on 
Tuesday or Wednesday, for joint con- 
ferences.

Americans and Mexicans 
today, but tomorrow members of the 
American commission will. call official- 
ly on the visitors and an hour after- 
ward the Mexican commissioners will 
be guests at luncheon of Secretary of 
State Lansing. Mrs. Lansing will be 
hostess at another luncheon to. the 
women accompanying the Mexican com- 
missioners. 

Franklin K. Lane, secretary of the 
interiqr, and chairman of the Ameri- 
can commission, said tonight a brief 
conference will be held tomorrow. 

“There is no telling just how long 
the commission will meet,’”’ Secretary 
Lane said. “It all depends on what 
turn the conference takes. Mr. Car- 
ranza has sent no theorists to this 
country. They are all practical men, 
two of them engineers; but there are 
likely to be many matters to be gettled. 
Of course there is nothing binding on 
either country as to anything we may 
do. The principal matter is the border 
question. Others of like character will 
very likely be discussed. The Ameri- 
can commission, with the exception, I 
think, of Judge Gray, have been in 
Mexico, so that we will not all be grop- 
ing in the dark.

THE STRIKE AVERTED. 

Administrative and congressional action 
at the last moment has averted the great 
railroad strike which, if it had taken place 
today as ordered, would have meant busi- 
ness chaos ‘and public discomfort and dis- 
tress in many American communities. This 
consequence would necessarily follow, even 
though the strike had been of but few days’ 
duration. 

We have already seen what the mere 
prospect of it could do in the feverish ac- 
tivity of the people in preparing themselves 
to meet anticipated conditions and the effect 
of this activity upon business in our own 
community. Under actual strike conditions 
it would have peen ten times, perhaps one 
hundred times, worse; and while we here in 
Atlanta might easily have pulled through a 
short tie-up of traffic, there are many other 
communities which would have far more 
seriously felt the effect of it. 

Railroad views of the congressional 
measure designed to avert the strike, to the 
effect that as passed it is unconstitutional, 
are a matter of no serious present concern. 
Railroad officials have threatened, even 
promised, to’ test it in the courts, an action 
which would require a period ot some nine 
or ten months at least. In this connection 
it is stated by some that the differences be- 
tween the railroads and their employees are 
so sharply drawn that nothing but an actual 
industrial conflict will determine the final 
outcome. 

The Constitution does not undertake to 
say whether the congressional measure is 
constitutionally correct or not; but as it 
has stopped the strike for the present, we 
feel safe in the prediction that there will be 
no strike at all. 

With the elapse of nine or ten months, 
the period necessary for the railroads to 
complete the test of the federal law, should 
they oppose it, there will have been time for 
sufficient deliberation to devise a satisfac- 
tory meang of settlement an* Js establish 
the relations of railroads and employees 
upon a basis satisfactory to both without 
fear of or occasion for any disruption of the 
public service. 

It is not always possible to settle a big 
problem pf this sort in a deliberation of a 
few hours, days or even weeks. President 
Wilson’s administration took hold of the 
matter purely as a last resort and when it 
Was apparent that if it had not done go the 
strike must have come and chaos and dis- 
tress prevailed the country over. With nine 
or ten months in which to consider the mat- 
ter, to think about it and to bring it to the 
basis of satisfactory solution, it may be pre: 
dicted in advance that the danger has 
passed and that even before the courts have 
rendered a decision with regard to the con- 
gressional act, a satisfactory basis of set- 
tlement will have been reached. 

Unquestionably, therefore, President 
in averting the 
strike has achieved its greatest victory in 
behalf of the American public. If the 
check put upon it now shall not prove per- 
manent, time will enter as a further pre- 
ventive, and deliberdtion and conference 
will do the rest. 2 

The strike stopped now means the strike 
stopped for all time; for assuredly a pre- 
ventable calamity averted under the stress 
of circumstances cannot and will not follow 
after careful thought and deliberation upon 
the terrible consequences of it and of which 
one hundred million people would be the 
victims. 


JOSEPH RICHARDSON. 


In the death of Joseph Richardson, At-' 


lanta loses a splendid gentleman and the 
railroads of the south lose an official of the 
highest type.

As a young man 
he won the interest of such men as George

As he matured in years, tact, diplomacy 
and a judicial temperament developed in 
him. His associates in the transportation 
world found him a prudent and safe coun- 
sellor, and twenty times they annually chose 
him to handle the passenger traffic affairs 
in which they had a common interest. 

He was a fine type of business man. He 
enjoyed music and literature. He was wide- 
ly read and last year published a volume 
entitled “The Master Scientist,” which ap- 
pealed to both the pulpit and the pew and 
was cordially received by the reading 
public. 

Joseph Richardson did a man’s part in 
making this a better world in which to live 
and work, 


THE PARTY OF TODAY. 

In his address at Shadow Lawn Satur- 
day, responding to the notification commit- 
tee and accepting the democratic numina- 
tion, President Wilson showed how and why 
the democratic party is the party of achieve- 
ment, the party of today. 

The president did not content. himself 
with mere bald assertion, but presented in- 
stance after instance of specific democratic 
accomplishment. In respect to our foreign 
affairs, in the conduct of which the people 
will see greatest achievement in the preser- 
vation of peace and the maintenance of our 
national prosperity, President Wilson 
boasted not of peace, but of the composi- 
tion and settlement of our differences upon 
a basis of justice and international law and 
the preservation of the rights of humanity;

necessity for resort to arms, makes these 
victories even more marvelous. 

At our instance and insistence a great 
nation, Germany, finally abandoned what 
she considered her most powerful weapon 
in her struggle with her enemies—the sub- 
marine—because it meant the sacrifice of 
the lives of innocents along with those of 
belligerents. President Wilson, likewise. 
completely vindicated our course with re- 
gard to Mexico. He justified the Mexican 
revolution, and showed that only selfish 
interests could have demanded, on oyr part, 


a disastrous war which, at best, would have 


cost thousands of lives and millions of treas- 
ure, and which, as events have proven, was 
avoidable. 

Coming home to our domestic affairs, 
President Wilson pointed to the financial 
and business relief which has come through 
the federal reserve system; to the clarifica- 
tion and strengthening of the laws against 
trusts; to effective measures taken for the 
re-creation of an American merchant ma- 
rine; to the broadening of the powers of 
the interstate commerce commission; to the 
creation of long-time and commercial cred- 
its for farmers through the farm loan act 
and federal reserve system; to the recogni- 
tion of the rights of labor through positive 
and constructive legislation; to provision 
for the national defense upon a scale great- 
er than ever before considered by any pre- 
ceding administration, and to many other 
things which the party has done of direct 
and tangible benefit to the people not here- 
tofore attempted. 

Had his address come twenty-four hours 
later he might appropriately havé referred, 
too, to the prevention of what promised to 
be the most gigantic industrial strike in the 
history of the world; and which, now that 
it hag been averted, will not come at all. 
Here is the crowning act of a constructive 
administration. 

It # an administration which has the 
right to say, as President Wilson said, of 
the party of opposition: 


The republican party is just the party 
that cannot meet the new conditions of 
a new age. It does not Know the wa 
and it does not wish new conditions. It 
tried to break away from the old lead- 
ers and could not. They still select its 
candidates and dictate its policy, still 
resist change, still hanker after the old 
conditions, still know no methods of en- 
couraging business but the old methods. 
When it changes its leaders and its pur- 
poses and brings its ideas up-to-date it 
will have the right to ask the American 
people to give it power again; but not 
until then. A new age, an age of revo- 
lutionary change, needs new purposes 
and new ideas. 


The democracy under Wilson has sup- 
plied the new party and the new ideas 
which new conditions demand. It has 
brought peaceful but effective revolution to 
a revolutionary age. It is distinctively the 
party of the people because it is the party 
of conservative service. 

It is the party which the people will re- 
tain in power because it has done things for 
them the republicans have never attempted 
and never would do, were they, by accident, 
restored to office. | 

It is performance and not promise that 
is going to bring democratic victory in No- 
vember.

Dersim, Land of “Red Heads,’’ 
Is an Oasis-Like Battleground 
Where Turks and Russ Fight 


“fhe wild mountain district of Dersim, 
lying between the two branches of the Eu- 
phrates river known as the Frat Su and the 
Murad Su, and entered from the north 
through Erzingan, is now an oasis-like bat- 
tleground for Turks ana Russians. This 
rugged region,” says the war geography bul- 
letin of the National Geographic sod¢iety, “is 
in striking contrast to the parched plains 
and mountains of Kurdistan which surround 
it. Here one finds rich pastures, ample, water 
from cold mountain streams and the grateful 
shade of chestnut and walnut groves, while 
the homes of the 65,000 nomad Kurds are 
built of stone instead of mud, as in neighbor- 
ing regions. 

“The inhabitants of this area, which em- 
braces nearly 7,000 square miles, are sup- 
posed to be of Armenian stock and are 
divided into no less than forty-five tribes, 
the religious chiefs of which are known as 
Seids. 


Turks Call Them “Red Heads.” 


“The Turks will receive little encourage- 
ment or assistance from these pastoral Der- 
Simli, who are derisively called ‘Kezelbash’ 
(red-head) by the orthodox Mohammedans. 
The Dersimli style themselves ‘yol oushaghi,’ 
or ‘Children of the True Path,’ being follow- 
ers of the Shiite branch of the Moslem faith. 


Their hatred of the Turks as compared with 
their dislike of Russians is graphically de- 
scribed by a noted traveler, Captain L. Moly- 
neux-Seel, who relates that on one occasion 
a certain Seid confided to him that it was 
‘more meritorious to kill one Turk than 
thirty-séx Christians.’ 

“Many of the towns of Dersim are today | 
but shadows of their former prosperity and 
importance. A typical instance ig found in ' 
Mazgird, perched. in a little valley 74000 | 
feet above sea level, now a place with 350 
stone-built houses, largely inhabited by Ar- 
menians. If we are to accept the testimony 
of this town’s advertising tailor, long since 
dead, the place was once several times its 
present size, for on the tombstone of this 
progressive maker of clothes is the inscrip- 
tion, ‘I am the tailor of 9,000 Armenians.’ 

“While Khozat, or Chozat, is the capital | 
of Dersim and the seat of government for 
the sanjak, the largest town is Chemish- 


gezek, which lies 18 miles due west of the

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Native Life in Mexico 
Astonishes the American 
With Its Rude Simplicity 


A striking picture of native life in Guana- 
juato, the treasure chest of mercurial Mex- 
ico, is given in a communication to the Na- 
tional Geographic society by Frank H. Pro- 
bert, a part of which is herewith given. 
Mr. Probert reveals the Mexican peons as 
they are known only to the American who 
has lived among them. . 

“Leaving the walled inclosure of the rail- 
road yards,” says the writer, “one looks down 
on the apparently cramped and crowded city 
of Guanajuato, capital of the richest of the 
south-central states of Mexico. Hard by, to 
the right, is the bull-ring, the scene on Sun- 
days and fiestas of farcical combats be- 
tween two-legged prutes and four-legged 
beats. 

“In the soft sunshine of summer days the 
first vista of the city is striking, indeed. 
Churches of magnificent proportions; ancient 
and modern architectures strangely blended 
in the sa edifice; stately buildings; im- 
posing m ets; stores of all descriptions; 
and dwelling places, rudely bare, variously 
colored with neutral tints of calsomine, their 
grated windows and open doors exhibiting 
to all the sparsely furnished interior where 
bird, beast and human eat and live together. 
The sordid squalor of the many contrasts 


Strikingly with the oppressive opulence of 
the few. 


Narrow, Crooked Streets. 

“The cobblestone streets are crooked 
and narrow; sv narrow, in fact, that 
caballeros must take to the sidewalk 
to permit of the passing of any kind 
of vehicle. The dingy tramcars are 
drawn by relays of mules, three abreast, 
beaten into subjection by the stinging lash 
or coaxed into action by the curses of thé 
youthful drivers, whose vernacular is won- 
derfully expressive and effectively indeed, I 
doubt if anything but a mule can really ap- 
preciate the depth of feeling and irresistibis 
persuasiveness of the vile expressions. 

“What Strange sights one can see in these 
main arteries of the city! I have set my 
camera on the balcony of my room at the 
Woods hotel and will snap what passes by. 
At first, a herd of patient plodding burros 
loaded down with slabs of the pale green 
Sandstone, quarried nearby and _ used for 
building purposes; a legless cripple shuffles 
along on a board, propelling himself with his 
hands; a cargador trots along trielessly with 
his awkward burden, in this case a sewing 
machine; more burros overloaded with char- 
coal; another pack struggles under the 
weight of sacked ore from the mines; still 
another bearing grain to the market, and 
the street car demanding loudly a clear 
track; a funeral procession where laughing 
children carry a baby’s casket, swaying from 
side to side to the accompaniment of any- 
thing but appropriate music, and behind the 
mourners in silent solemnity. 


People Are Superstitious. 


“Strangely superstitious are these people. 
Grossly ignorant, constant in their faith, 
pathetic in their simplicity, kindly and re- 
spectful, their life is epitomized in the verse: 


“‘Let the World slide, let the World go; 
A fig for care and a fig for woe! 

If 1 can’t pay, why I can owe, 

And death makes equal the high and low.’ 


“ “Tis Easter Sunday morning. I am awak- 
ened at early dawn by the tooting of tin 
horns, accompanied by the sonorous screeches 
of bass viols and fiddles as sounds are sawn 
from their strings; by the shuffling of san- 
daled feet over the stones of the street, and 
by the babel of voices of passing peons. 
Church bells clang, sirens scream, whistles 
wildly mingle in the melody of merriment; 
for is not this the day when Judas Iscariot 
is to be hung in effizy. 

sy grotesque dummy figure 
through the town, followed by the jeering 
and cheering crowds, who have risen early 
to give expression to their righteous indig- 
nation against the betrayer. After circling 
city the procession halts, Judas is 
promptly yanked by the ropes from the bear- 
ers and dangles in mid air, a sorry sight, spit 
upon, cursed, condemned, consigned to ever- 
lasting purgatory, to which place, at sunset, 
he is sent by the explosion of dynamite con- 
cealed in his carcass. Ribaldry runs riot 
as thé day ‘advances, and night falls on an 
exhausted though happy people. What mat- 
ters if the prison is overcrowded that night, 
or that the nal of pulque or mescal is 
depleted almost to the degree of exhaustion! 


Habits Astonish Americans, 

‘"To the casual visitor from the States the 
habits and customs of these lowly people are 
strange, but fascinating. They do not need 
our commiseration or sympathy; they are con- 
tent in their mode of living, and who shall 
say that they are the less happy or human 
in their habitat than many of us! 

“The Mexican peon knows that he is born 
to serve, as did the old southern darky,: and 
caste or class distinction is emphasized on 
all occasions. The mozo rides silently be- 
hind the lordly caballero; the peon woman 
steps into the street and bows her head as 
the padre passes; im the plaza on Sunday 
evenings, when the melody of martial music 
fills the air, the upper classes parade in one 
direction, while the peons gyrate as an outer 
ring in the opposite direction. As a class 
they are industrious and skillful if the time 
element is eliminated. 

“The peon miner is a competent workman 
when unhampered by modern machines and 
has a ‘nose’ for ore that is truly remarkable. 
As tillers of the soil their methods are prim- 
itive but productive; they still use oxen and 
the wooden plowshare, and the fields are 
fenced with imperishable dry-rock walls. In 
the making of pottery and basketry they 
excel; in tanning hides, saddlery and the 
working of metals they are inimitable. The 
women, too, can grind corn on a metate, 
cook tortillas and frijoles, raise families, 
launder clothes on a rock near the creek, 
make the most exquisite laces and the finest 
of drawn work with equal skill.”

Typical of the hearsay history of 
the country is the story of the evacuation of 
the village of Der Ohan as recounted by 
Captain Molyneux-Seel: 

“Forty years ago there lived in Der Ohan 
village a certain Armenian Melik, very rich 
and influential, who had acquired such re- 
nown for his wisdom and learning that the 
Kurds, whenever a dispute arose anpong 
them, used to appeal to him and accept his 
decision thereon. One day forty Kurds from 
Kutte Dere came to the Melik and asked his 


| decision in the case of a dispute which had 


arisen among them and threatened to lead 
to a bloody conflict. During their stay at 
Der Ohan, the Kurds one y ventured to 
address some words of love to the beautiful 
daughter-in-law of the Melik as she was 
drawing water from the well. 

“The young Armenians of the village were 
so incensed at this that the same night they 
massacred the entire Kurd deputation; then, 
fearing a terrible vengeance, they collected 
their animals and portable possessions, and, 
abandoning their homes, took refuge in some 
villages around Erzingan. The fugitives 
numbered about 300; only a few old men 
with wives remained in the village, and of 
these one survivor, who must be at least 
one hundred years old, remains at the pres- 
ent day.” 


Politics Moved Harris to Free 
Stripling, States Virginia Paper 


That Governor Harris, in. pardoning 
Thomas Edgar Stripling, was impelled by 
political exigencies, irrespective of the 
merits of the case, is the editorial view of 
The Danville Bee, of Danville, Va., where 
Stripling served as chief of police after his 
escape from the Georgia authorities. The 
Bee's editorial is as follows: 

“Justice has been made the handmaiden 
of politics in Georgia in the pardoning of 
Thomas Edgar Stripling by Governor Nat E. 
Harris. Irrespective of the merits of the 
case, it. appears that the political exigency 
of Governor Harris, who is a candidate for 
re-election, impelled him to grant the par- 
don and free the prisoner about whom and 
in whose behalf so much drivel has been 
scribbled. . Facing an uncertain polit- 
ical prospect, Governor Harris appears to 
have been taunted into a popular course 
and has now issued the pardon, despite the 
adverse recommendation of the pardon 
board. 

“Itegardless of the pepularity or unpop- 
ularity of his position, we are constrained 
to believe that a mistake has been made in 
the pardoning. Stripling has been invested 
with a halo of heroism by the sob-squad 
in the press, and fantastic, romantic stories 
have been written of his career, until many 
people apparently think that the state of 
Georgia should apologize to him for ever 
having arrested him. Yet the cold fact re- 
mains that Stripling and another man delib- 
erately and cold-bloodedly shot down W. J, 
Cornett from the darkness—murdered him. 
The court that, tried him convicted him and 
gave him a life sentence, instead of the 
death penalty. He broke jail, changed his 
name, rejoined his family, and took up the 
burden of earning a living and ultimately 
became chief of police of Danville, through 


an unfortunate local tendency to trust and 
honor a stranger rather than a known and 
tried man. 

“Finally Stripling’s concealment was ex- 
posed and he was rearrested. Naturally he 
tried to palliate his original crime, though 
he had been utterly unable to do so in the 
court which originally tried and convicted 
him. But because he broke jail and lived 
under an alias for years, many people ap- 
pear to fancy that this constituted sufficient 
expiation of his crime. If it be to the credit 
of convicted criminals to escape, then Strip- 
ling should also be given a gold medal or 
elected governor of Georgia. During his 
residence in. Danville he Killed two men, and 
he and another ofiicer, one or both, fired 
the shot that killed a third. This consti- 
tutes his record which some think entitle 
him to a pardon. 

“We have no special interest in the case, 
one way or the other. It was a matter for 
the authorities of Georgia to determine, 
and they have determined it. Our sole in- 
terest is in trying to stem that tide of sen- 
timentalism and hysteria which is so ready 
to palliate crime, no matter how grave, and 
which defeats the orderly and adequate ad- 
ministration of justice so often, in this state 
and elsewhere. Georgia is a poor model for 
this state to follow in anything, but more 
especially in the administration or mal-ad- 
ministration of.justice. The state of Vir- 
ginia is about to send to South Africa for 
thé extradition of a forger. He is sure of 
punishment, but the mistake he made was 
in not killing someone. Then he would have 
been forthwith invested with a halo and 
become a prominent citizen. Human life is 
of small value and the punishment for un- 
lawfully taking it is trivial, but the man 
who forges or steals is entitled to no clem- 
ency or consideration. 

“Do we value property above the sancti- 
ty of human life? It would seem so. Small 
wonder that homicidal crimes increase when 
the loopholes of the law and the hysteria 
of the masses so militate against the ade- 
quate administration of that law.” 


“America Is Full of Idols’’ Says,

Has Served Three Years. 

“I have given three years of serv- 
ice to the state in this work, and I think 
have fully proven to the citizens of 
the state that I had no political ambi- 
tions to be served by or through the 
organization, and while of course some 
of my partial friends are urging me 
to continue to head the work, I do not 
feel that I should be asked to take 
the time required from my personal 
affairs when I have already served the 
organization so long. 

“My interest in the work and such 
financial and other assistance as I am 
able to give will be cheerfully placed 
at the disposal of the new leader.” 

At the opening of the fourth year 
of the work of the organization, it faces 
the most active and vigorous period of 
its history.

“I cannot altogether blame Mr. Ha-

Ever Hear of Six Games 
Played in One Day by 
Two Teams? It Happened 


In these mollycoddle days the poor 
overworked ball players consider them- 
selves very much abused when they 
have to play two games in one day, but 
if they shrunk from, a doubte-header 
what would they think of a sextuple- 
header? Eh, what? The records of 
professional ball show but one instance 
in which six games were played in a 
day. That was 27 years\ago today, 
September 4, 1889, when Portiand, Me., 


and Manchester, N. H., were the contest- 


ing clubs. Two of the pastimes were 
pulled off in the morning and four in 
the afternoon, Manchester ‘winning all 
six of ’em. The Pine Tree lads yrew 
weary of their drubbing and quit when 
two innings of the last game had been 
played, the umpire awarding the vic- 
tory to Manchester. 

The only quadruple-header in a regu- 
lar league to be dug up from the rec- 
ords took place in September, 20 years 
ago, when the St. Joseph and Sioux City 
teams of the Western league played 
three five-inning games and one seven- 
inning contest. The league authori- 
ties permitted only one game to stand 
in the record of championship contests. 

There have been a number of triple- 
headers in baseball history. In Sep- 
tember, 1896, Baltimore took three 
games from Louisville in one day, both 
cities then being in the National league. 
In September, 1890, Brooklyn defeated 
the Pirates thrice in 24 hours. 

In 1890 Saginaw took three nine- 
innings games from Montreal, and in 
the same year the Minneapolis club 
played three games in a day, defeat- 
ing Lincoln in the morning and defeat- 
ing St. Paul twice in the afternoon. 
A little later Omaha bested St. Paul 
thrice in one day. Syracuse figured in 
three such baseball sprees, winning 
three from Toronto in September, 1896, 
losing a trio to Rochester on Septem- 
ber 4, 1899, and winning three from 
Scranton on September 3, 1904. About 
the last of these bargain-day offer- 
ings was staged at Tacoma in 1908, 
when the home club put the skids un- 
der Spokane three times in a row. Since 
then the National association has put 
the ban of its disapproval on more than 
two games in a day.

Moscow Commercial Insti- 
tute to Nominate Five Boys 
to Enter U. S. Colleges. 


Russia’s admiration of America’s in- 
dustrial methods nas found new expres- 
sion in the request made by the Rus- 
sidn American Chamber of Commerce 
to the -Moscow Commercial institute for 
five students, who might visit the Unit- 
ed States for the purpose of study. The 
chamber contemplates requesting the 
government to advance the expenses 
for this scientific industrial training. 
The aim of this study is the technique 
of American trade methods, the meth- 
od of conducting business and the va- 
rious systems of technical training to 
be found in the geveral states. This 
device will form yet another link in 
the mutual commercial understanding 
of Russia and the United States, as 
these students on returning will be 
able to advise trade leaders in Russia 
how best to secure advantages on the 
American market. 

Favors Technical Education. 

A significant pronouncement has just 
been made by th& Russian minister of 
education, Count atiev, before the 
congress on professional education. The 
cabinet minister declared that culture 
and progress depend in large measure 
upon thorough technical education. He 
urged the extension of technical facul- 
ties in the various universities, as well 
as the establishment of technical 
schools throughout the empire. He 
‘proposed to enlarge accordingly the 
faculties of the universities of Tomsk 
and Nikolsevsk, and to establish new 
universities in Perm and Rostov-on- 
Don. He pointed out that among the 
urgent needs of:the empire there was a 
great demand for trained doctors, phar- 
macists and veterinarians. Although 
the minister laid great stress on the 
value of technical education as con- 
trasted with classicism, he insisted that 
thorough elementary education came 
before all, and that such is the policy | 
of the ministry of education. 

Novel Scheme Works Well. | 
The agricultural squadron, composed 
of the older school pupils, who were 
sent into the fields by the Russian min- 
istry of education and ministry of agri- 
culture combined, have proved of in- 
calculable benefit to the rural districts 
covered.

SHIPBUILDERS, PLACE 
LARGE STEEL ORDERS 


Car Shops, Railroads and Im- 
plement Manufacturers Also 
Covering Requirements.

New York, September 3.—Shipbuild- 
ers, car shops, railroads, agricultural 
implement manufacturers, automobile 
makers and canners are actively cov- 
ering steel requirements for ‘shipment 
over the first half and the third quar- 
ter of 1917. : 

Contracts for 21,000 tons of marine 
plates were closed last week. In addi- 
tion, the Bethlehem Steel company has 
ordered 40,000 tons of plates and 
shapes for eight boats for its own 
Bervice, to be constructed by its ship- 
building subsidiaries. 

In the last two weeks the steel mills 
have accepted orders for 110,000 tons 
of steel from shipbuilders, including 
20,000 tons for export. Orders for an 
equal tonnage would be placed now 
if the mill scould accept the bu'siness. 

Car shops have placed orders for 
about 30,000 tons of bars, plates and 
shapes, and as much more is under 
negotiation for as early delivery as 
possible. 

The Southern Pacific Railroad com- 
pany ha's ordered 25,000 tons of rails 
for delivery next summer. The South- 
ern railway and the Cuban railroad 
have each ordered 5,000 tons additional. 
The steel corporation will roll 10,000 
tons for the Canadian Northern. The 
French government has obtained :15,000 
tons more rails and 14,000 tons struc- 
tural steel from American mills, 
while the recent English rail order 
has amounted to 56,000 tons. The 
Santa Fe railroad bought 10,000 tons 
of tie plates and the Southern railway 
5,000 tons of angle bars. 

All but. two or three agricultural 
:mplement makers have covered soft 
steel bar contracts for delivery to 
July, 1917. Total purchases have been 
260,000 tons. 

Automobile manufacturers have 
bought more blue annealled sheets and 
are trying to cover for other steel] 
requirements in large tonnages.

~ WASON GREETED 
BY GREAT CROWD: 


As He Travels to Kentucky 
to Receive Lincoln Cabin 
for the Nation—Trainmen 


Thank Him for Eight-Hour 


Law. 


Charleston, W. Va., September 3.— 
(On Board President Wilson's Specia/ 
Train.)—Crowds gathered at every sta- 
tion today and tonight where Presi- 
dent Wilson’s special train stopped on 
the way to Hodgenville, Ky., where the 
lincoln homestead memorial is to be 
accepted for the government tomorrow. 
The president, having decided to have 
no politics on the trip, refused many 
insistent requests for speeches, but ap- 
peared on the platform frequently to 
greet the crowds and shake hands. 

Thanked by Trainmen. 


Everywhere the prevention of the 
railroad strike was mentioned and va- 
rious delegations of trainmen came to 
extend their thanks for the eight-hour 
day law signed at Washington this 
morning by the president. 

Senator Newlands, chairman of the 
senate interstate commerce committee 
and also of the joint congressional 
subcommittee on railroads, who is a 
member of the president’s party, said 
tonight he believed it impractical to 
consider the remainder of the presi- 
dent’s proposed railroad legislation at 
this session of congress. He announced 
that the joint subcommittee would in- 
vestigate the situation created by the 
near-strike as soon as possible. 

The president left his car this morn- 
ing and spent an hour in the car of 
Robert J. Collier, of New York; talk- 
ing with Senator Newlands, Senator 
Williams, Secretary Baker, Joseph Ww. 
Folk, counsel of the interstate com- 
merce commission, and Mr..Collier. The 
railroad trouble was discussed only in 
a general way. 

Both the president and Senator New- 
lands are particularly anxious that a 
bill be. passed for an investigation of 
industrial disputes on railroads before 
strikes or lockouts are allowed, and 
also that the interstate commerce com- 
mission be increased from seven to nine 
members. These questions very proba- 
bly wil] be taken up in December. 

Flowers From Monticello. 


At Charlottesville a_ large delega- 
tion of members of the railroad broth- 
erhoods presented the president with a 
bouquet of flowers from Monticello, the 
former home of Thomas Jefferson. 

When the train stopped at Staunton 
several hundred people were at the. sta- 
on. - 

At Clifton Forge more than 1,500 peo- 
ple swarmed about the car and the 
president shook hands with as many as 
possible. Enthusiasm ran high at Ron- 
ceverte, Va., and Hinton, W. Va., 
as the president passed through. At 
the former place more than 500 people 
appeared with a band and at the latter 
station a group of railroad employees, 
400 strong, applauded as he stepped 
on the observation platform and gave 
Mr. Wilson a bouquet. Cheering was 
continuous during the ten minutes spent 
at the place. At Charleston tonight 
there was a throng of several thousand 


people. 
WILSON TO RECEIVE 
LINCOLN LOG CABIN. 


Hodgenville, Ky., September 3.—All 
preparations for the ceremonies which 
will mark the presentation to tHe na- 
tion tomorrow of the log cabin in 
which Abraham Lincoln was born, the 
memorial which shelters it and the 
farm upon which it stands have been 
completed. 

Many of the nation’s notable ures 
will be present, including Presiden 
Wilson, who will deliver the principal 
address at the ceremonies, and Secre- 
tary of War Baker. Aside from the 
thousands who will come to Hodgen- 
ville by train and motor car other thou- 
sands are expected to be present from 
this immediate vicinity. The crowd is 
expected to be the largest which ever 
gathered in central Kentucky. 

President Wilson and his party is ex- 
pected to arrive here on a special train 
about 9 o’clock tomorrow morning.

‘JOSEPH RICHARDSON 
DIES AT. EAST LAKE 


Continued From First Page. 


at East Lake and in Atlanta, equipped 
with the handsomest private pipe or- 
gans in the south and concert grand 
piano, have been the scenes of many 
delightful entertainments. 

As an author he had attained nation- 
al prominence. He recently completed 
a reverent and scholarly tribute to

This book was published in 
1915 @nd since has attained wide cir- 
culation, the leading religious and §lit- 
erary journals of the country devot- 
ing much space to favorable reviews 
of the work. 

Headed Investment Company. 

He was also president and majority 
stockholder of the Richardson Invest- 
ment company, in which all his realty 
holdings were listed. This company 
owns valuable property in Atlanta, Hast 
Lake and Jacksonville, Fla. He was a 
member of the town council of Kast 
Lake. His connections socially were 
of the highest, being a member both 
of the Capital City and Atlanta Ath- 
letic clubs, as well as a member of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce. He 
was also a member of All Saints Epis- 
copal church, of whiclk he was at one 
time a vestryman. 

Mr. Richardson was born in Auburn, 
N. Y., in 1864, being the son of Com- 
modore Charles Richardson, United 
States navy, and the grandson of Judge 
Joseph L. Richardson, of Auburn, and 
of the Hon. Adrial Ely, of Watertown, 
N. Y¥. After completing his education 
in the public schools of Auburn and his 
academic training at the Diocesan Mili- 
tary academy, of Reading, Pa. he en- 
tered the service of the Pullman Palace 
Car company. 

To the discipline and training of this 
organization he attributed many of 
those traits which distinguished him as 
an orderly, systematic and capable rail- 
road officer and busines man. 

He entered the service of the Pullman 
company in 1881, in his seventeenth 
year, and to the enthusiastic and alto- 
gether satisfactory performance of the 
duties of minor offices was due his ap- 
pointment, at the early age of 23 years, 
tc the position of district superintend- 
ent in Jacksonville, Fla., in 1887. He 
continued in the Pullman service until 
1892, when he accepted a most flatter- 
ing offer made to him by President 
Flagler, and became general passenger 
agent of the Florida East Coast rail- 
way. President Pullman and the other 
general officers of the Pullman com- 
pany, in accepting his resignation “with 
deep regret,’’ wrote him that his “serv- 
ices were highly satisfactory and that 
he was looked upon as one of the best 
superintendents in the’ service’ —a 
strong statement to be made to a man 
-only twenty-eight years of age; and in 
a newspaper interview Mr. Pullman 
‘predicted a notable future for the 
young man.” 

Succeeds W. W. Finley. 


In June, 1896, he being then but 32 
years of age, Mr. Richardson was unan- 
imously elected commissioner of the 
Southern States Passenger association, 


later became president of the Southern 
railway. 

In the spring of 1897 the Southern 
States Passenger association was suc- 
ceeded by a new organization, known 
as the Southeastern Passenger a'sso- 
ciation, of which Mr. Richardson was 
unanimously elected chairman, and last 
May, in Hot Springs, Va., Mr. Rich- 
ardson received his twentieth unani- 
mous election. During his administra- 
tion the mileage of the as'sociation’s 
membership increased from 12,000 
miles in 1897 to 35,000 miles in 1916, 
and the intricacies and responsibilities 
of the work devolving upon the chair- 
man increased many fold; but so effi- 
cient and orderly were his methods, 
and so great was his tact in dealing 
with men, Mr. Richardson transacted 
all of the duties of a difficult and 
complex position with apparent ease 
to himself and to the satisfaction of 
the many people who entrusted so 
large and important a portion of their 
work to him. 

His ability received substantial 
recognition from the executive officers 
many times, and his popularity with 
the passenger traffic officers was at- 
tested in many ways, but probably 
no expression of the good will of his 
business a'gssociates ever quite so 
greatly pleased him as did their act 
in presenting an elegant loving cup 
to his ag 4 son, Alan, at the time of 
the little boy’s birth in 19065.

Strike First Planned for August 20. 
It developed today that the brother- 
hoods before being summoned to Wash- 
ington by President Wilson three 
weeks ago, had agreed to call a strike 
effective August 20.

After 
having been printed in preparation for 
the proposed strike on August 20, they 


were locked in a vault in New York.. 


Decision a week ago last Saturday to 
order a strike the following day, when 
the majority of the committee of 640 
were leaving for their homes was fol- 
lowed by a hasty trip to New York by 
two representatives of the brother- 
hoods. The strike date, September 4, 
was filled in with a rubber stamp, but 
the original date of the call, August 14, 
was not changed. 

Hundredg of telegrams came to the 
brotherhood leaders at their hotel to- 
day. Most of them were congratula- 
tory. One or two were from locals who 
had received no notice that the strike 
was off, so tomorrow morning in some 
few far-away sections of the country, 
there may be temporary difficulties. 
Efforts were being made tonight to 
communicate with all of these points. 

Letter to Brotherhoods. 


A circular letter, drafted by W. G. 
Lee and giving the complete details of 
negotiations since last August 1, as 
well as a copy of the Adamson bill, was 
being mailed to all members of the 
brotherhoods tonight. After complet- 
ing this work Mr. Lee left for his home 
in Cleveland. The other three brother- 
hood heads will leave either tomorrow 
or Tuesday. Railroad executives called 
here by the president left yesterday. 
Virtually all of the thirteen general 
chairmen who remained here as mem- 
bers of the last committee of twenty- 
four also have gone home, | 

Among those who departed from 
Washington early today was a delega- 
tion of the Order of Railway Conduc- 
tors from the northwest, who came 
here yesterday to protest with Mr. Gar- 
retson against a strike. They arrived 
about the time the senate was in the 
last stages of passage of the bill which 
will give them ten hours’ pay for eight 
hours’ work and called on Mr. Garret- 
son.

Houston, Texas, September 3.—A 
strike of trainmen on the Southern Pa- 
cific lines in Louisiana and Texas was 
averted tonight by the timely discov- 
ery and correction of an error in the 


revoking the general railway strike or- 
der. The code message, as received here 
by J. L. Morgan, general chairman of 
the trainmen’s organization, owing to 
a mistake in the wording, failed to re- 
voke the original strike order and until 
a@ second dispatch was received at 9 
o'clock tonight, correcting the error, 
preparations were continuing for the 
trainmen to quit work tomorrow morn- 
ing. With the receipt of the second 
me®sage orders immediately were is- 
sued to abandon plans for the strike. 


New Orleans, September 3.—A. E. 
Farquharson, vice president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, an- 
nounced here tonight that a mistake 
was made in the code message sent by 
General Chairman Lee, of the trainmen, 
from Washington to Houston, and that 
as a consequence trainmen of the 
Southern Pacific lines in Texas and 
Louisiana up until tonight were pre- 
paring to strike Monday. 

“T discovered the error in time,” 
said Mr. Farquharson, “sent another 
message and now the _ strike plans 
have been abandoned.” 


ACTION OF CONGRESS 
RESENTED BY FARMERS. 

Fort Worth, Texas, September 3.— 
H. N. Pope, president of the Texas 
Farmers’ union, has given out the fol- 
lowing statement, commenting on the 
eight-hour law passed by congress 
Saturday. 

“The people of this nation have, dur- 
ing the past week, passed through the 
most humiliating experience this gov- 
ernment hag ever endured. A few la- 
bor union leaders have stood at the 
portals of congress demanding that 
government give them a ransom or 
they would wreck society. This na- 
tion, instead of meeting the situation 
bravely, has delivered the goods in fear 
and trembling. 

“Our American congress has stood 
within the shadow of the Goddess of 
Justice and voted an increase in wages 
to four hundred thousand  trainmen, 
who are the highest paid laborers in 
the world, and never at any time men- 
tioned the three hundred and fifty 
thousand trackmen who are perhaps 
the poorest paid workmen in the yworld, 
and who must subsist almost Wholly 
upon the crumbs that the tra*famen 
leave upon the table. 

“When cotton was selling for six 
cents per pound two years ago and 
poverty stalked over the _ southland, 
causing a greater financial loss to the 
southern plowmen than the freeing of 
slaves, congress confessed inability to 
cope with the situation and stepped 
aside, letting this awful burden fall 
upon the backs of the tillers of the 
soil. The organized plowmen pleaded 
with congress for relief, but were told 
that it would not be constitutional for 
government to undertake to fix the 
price of cotton or to advance money 
on cotton in storage, and that congress 
was a slow-moving body and could not 
meet emergencies.” 

EMBARGO ORDERS 
COUNTERMANDED. 

New York. September 3.—Embargoes 
placed on freight by the New. York 
Central, the, New York, New Haven 
and Hartford, the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western and the Lehigh 
Valley railroads were countermanded 
today by officials of those roads after 
President Wilson ‘signed the eight- 
hour-day bill. . 

L. FE. Shepherd, senior vice presi- 
dent of the -Order. of Railway Con- 
ductors, went to Washington today to 
eonfer with brotherhood leaders there 
regarding future action of the unions 
should the railroad heads contest the 
constitutionality of the Adamson 
measure,

The Conquering Peanut. 


The great American peanut is broad- 
ening its empire. The crop grows even 
faster than the peanut-eaters multiply. 
fhe demand which bulges at county 
fairs and baseball games and jogs along 
steadily in every town and hamlet all 
the year through is not equal to the 
increased supply. But the peanut does 
not suffer. 

The oil industry balances the score. 
The nuts the millions of peanut-eaters 
don’t eat can be swallowed easily by 
the mills which make peanut oil and 
peanut meal. The oil is a welcome and 
very good addition to the food supply 
of the country. The meal gets the 
same end less directly. Cattle and swine 
eat it and then they are eaten in turn. 

This year Texas alone expects to 
make about 60,000 barrels of peanut oil. 
There will be 40,000 tons of peanut meal 
as a side product. These figures will 
doubtless be far surpassed before long. 
Ultimately a great deal of soap may 
be made in the United States, as it is 
in Franc@ and other countries of Eu- 
rope, with peanut oil as one of its in- 
gredients. 

So the peanut is not only holding its 
own, but widening its field of useful- 
ness. It is one of the products of Amer- 
ican agriculture which are as promis- 
ing as they are popular.
